He is business all the 
way through, and Illinois as a state 
has reason to be proud of the able 
man it has in this position, second 
only in importance to that of the 
presidential chair, 
llitt Is Missed. 
The second coming together of the 
59th congress has a touch of sadness 
for the Illinois delegation, since for 
a second time death has entered its 
ranks, and one of the oldest 
and 
most highly honored of its members 
has passed to his reward since the 
adjournment last June. Hon. Robert 
Roberts Hitt, who has represented 
the 13th district since 1882, and in 
thirteen congresses, died during the 
summer, and a successor will occupy 
his seat. Mr. Hitt won early recogni­ 
tion in congress and for many years 
was chairman of the v ery important 
committee on Foreign Affairs, 
for 
which his earlier experience in the 
diplomatic serv ice peculiarly 
fitted 
him. 
He made a brilliant record, 
and was considered one of the strong 
men of the house. 
Hon. Frank O. 
Lowden has been selected to fill the 
v acant chair for this session and for 
the 60th congress. Mr. Lowden’s fa ­ 
miliarity with public affairs will tend 
to make him a v aluable addition to 
the delegation. 
Four Illinoisans to Retire. 
This session will be, temporarily 
pt least, the farewell of four of the 
republican members, since they were 
not elected to the 6 0th 
congress, 
which begins its life on the 4th of 
next March. Hon. Charles S. Whar­ 
ton, of the 4th district, will be suc­ 
ceeded by Hon. J ames T. McDermott; 
Hon. Anthony Michalek, of the 5th 
district, by Hon. A. J. Sabbath; Hon. 
Zeno J. Riv es, of the 21st district, 
by Hon. Ben F. Caldwell, who has 
serv ed in former congresses; 
Hon. 
Frank Dickson, of the 23rd district, 
by Hon. Martin D. Foster, who has 
also seen prev ious serv ice. This will 
make a representation of fiv e demo­ 
crats from Illinois in the next con­ 
gress— a gain of four— Hon. Henry 
T. Kaiuey of the 2 0th district being 
the only democratic representativ e 
in the 59 th congress. 
Lowden Takes Oath. 
Uncle Joe was busy for 
a time 
swearing in the new 
congressmen. 
In the front rank of these was Frank 
O. Lowden, elected as successor to the 
late Representativ e It. It. Hitt from 
the Thirteenth district. Mr. Lowden 
was escorted to the space in front of 
the Speaker’s desk by Representativ e 
Bon tell of Chicago, and went through 
the usual ceremony of taking 
the 
oath of office. Had he been sworn in 
alone his colleagues from 
Illinois 
would hav e giv en him an enthusi­ 
astic welcome, but as it was the new 
delegate from Alaska was the only 
one to receiv e applause, and that 
was started by Representativ e Mann 
of Chicago. 
The congressional directory, which 
contains a brief statement of the ca­ 
reer of each member furnished by the 
member himself, has only one inter­ 
esting feature in connection with Mr. 
Lowden. This is to the effect that he 
is “ a farmer." Speaker Cannon as­ 
signed Mr. Lowden to a membership 
on the foreign affairs committee, of 
which the late Representativ e Hitt 
was chairman. The v acant chairman­ 
ship will go to Representativ e Cous­ 
ins of Iowa who has been the senior 
member of the committee. 
Mr. Lowden arriv ed in Washing­ 
ton Sunday night, 
accompanied by 
Mrs. Lowden. They hav e established 
a temporary residence at the New 
Willard and expect to remain there 
or at some other Washington hotel 
during the present session. 
Next 
year they will probably open a house. 
Colonel Lowden was sincerely con­ 
gratulated by his Illinois colleagues, 
all of whom are political friends and 
nearly all of whom were v itally in- 


I terested in his campaign for the gub- 
j ernatorial nomination two years ago.

The Upper Mississippi Riv er Iru 
prov ement association and the Deep 
Waterway association hav e each nam­ 
ed a list of delegates. Gov ernor De- 
i.een has also appointed delegates to 
the congress, and Illinois will try to 
present its claims in as fav orable a 
light as possible. The result, it is 
hoped, will be an agreement upon 
the propositions that especially merit 
the assistance of the gov ernment.

A failu re 
to pass it will resu lt in seriou sly ham ­ 
perin g the gov ern men t in it« e^ort to 
obtain 
ju stice. 
especially 
again st 
wealthy In d iv id u áis or corporation s 
who do wron g, an d may also prev en t 
the gov ern men t from obtain in g ju stice 
for wageworkers who are n ot them 
selv es able effectiv ely to cou test u case 
where the ju d gm en t of an in ferior 
co urt has been again st them. I hav e 
specifically in v iew a recen t d ecision 
by a d istrict ju d ge leav in g—railw ay 
emplo y ees withou t remed y for v iola­ 
tio n o f a certain so called labor statu te. 
The Importan ce of en actin g in to law 
the particu lar bill In qu estion is fu r­ 
ther in< reu sed by the fact that the gov ­ 
ern m en t has n ow d efin itely begu n a 
policy of resortin g to the erlmln al law 
In those tru st an d in terstate commerce 
cases where su ch a cou r-e offers a rea­ 
so nable chan ce of su ccess. 
P r o p e r 1st» o f lu j a u ctio n *. 
In my last message I su ggested the 
en actm en t of a law in con n ection w ith 
the Issu an ce of in ju n ction s, atten tion 
hav in g been sharply d rawn to the m at­ 
te r by the d eman d that the right of ap­ 
plyin g 
in ju n ction s 
in 
labor 
cases 
•hou ld be wholly abolished . 
It ia at 
least d ou btfu l w hether a law abolish­ 
ing altogether the u se of in ju n ction s 
In su ch cases wou ld stan d the test of 
the cou rts, in which case, of cou rse, the 
legislation wou ld be In effectiv e. More­ 
ov er, I believ e It wou ld be wron g alto­ 
gether to prohibit the u se of in ju n c­ 
tio ns. It is crimin al to permit sym ­ 
pathy for crimin als to weaken ou r 
hands In u phold in g the law. an d if 
men seek to d estroy life or property 
t>y mob v iolen ce there shou ld be n o im­ 
pairm en t of the power of the cou rts to 
d eal with them In the most su mmary 
an d effectiv e way possible. 
Bu t so 
far as possible the abu se of the power 
shou ld be prov id ed again st by some 
su ch law as I ad v ocated last year.

I call you r atten tion an d the atten ­ 
tio n of the n ation to the prev alen ce of 
rime amon g u s an d , abov e all, to the 
pld emic of lyn chin g an d mob v iolen ce 
th a t sprin gs u p n ow in on e part of ou r 
Cou n try, n ow in an other. 
Each sec­ 
tio n, n orth, sou th, east or west, has 
Its own fau lts. 
No section can with 
wisd om spen d its time jeerin g at the 
(fau lts of an other section 
It shou ld be 
u sy tryin g to amen d its own short- 
min gs. 
To d eal with the crime of 
rru ption it is n ecessary to hav e an 
.waken ed pu blic con scien ce an d to 
"u pplmu en t this by whatev er legisla­ 
tion will ad d speed an d certain ty in 
th e execu tion of the law. 
W hen we 
eal with lyn chin g ev en more is n eces­ 
sary. 
A great man y white men are 
[lyn ched , bu t the crime is pecu liarly 
¡frequ eu t in respect to black men . The 
[greatest existin g ecu <* of lym-au ig is 
the perpetration , especially by black 
men . of the h'd oou s crime of rape, the 
most abomin able in all the category 
|of crime« , ev en worse than mu rd er. 
Lawlessn ess grows by what it Leed s 
u pon , an d when mobs begin to lyn ch 
for rape they speed ily exten d the 
sphere of their operation s an d lyn ch 
for man y other kin d s of crimes, so that 
two-third s of the lyn chin gs are n ot 
for rape at all, while a con sid erable 
proportion of the in d iv id u als Iv u ched 
are in n ocen t of till crime. 
There is bu t on e safe ru le in d ealin g 
with black tr.cn as with white men . 
It is the same ru le that mu st be ap­ 
plied iu d ealin g w ith rich men an d 
poor meu —that is, to treat each man , 
w hatev er his color, his creed or his so­ 
cial position , with ev en han d ed ju stice 
on his real worth as a man . 
W hite 
people owe it qu ite as mu ch to them 
selv es as to the colored race to treat 
well tiie colored man who shows ?>y 
his life that he d eserv es su ch treatm en t. 
There Is m> qu estion of social equ ality 
or n e^.o u u tiu atiou In v olv ed . 
In my ju d gmen t, the crime of rape 
shou ld always be pu n ished with d eath, 
as is the case with mu rd er. 
Assau lt 
with in ten t to commit rape sli mkl be 
mad e a capital crime, at least in the 
d iscretion of the cou rt, an d prov ision 
shou ld be mad e by which the pu n ish­ 
m en t may follow immed iately u pon 
the hoe’s of the offen se. 
No mu re shortsighted policy cu u be 
Imagin ed than in the fan cied in terest 
of on e class to prev en t the ed u cation 
of an other class. 
The white man , if 
I he Is wise, will d ec-lin e to allow the 
n egroes In n mass to grow to m an ­ 
hood an d woman hood withou t ed u ca­ 
tion .

In d ealin g with botli labor an d cap 
Ital, with the qu estion s affectin g both 
corporation s an d trad es u n ion s, there 
Is on e m atter more Importan t to re 
member than ou ght else, an d that Is 
the In fin ite harm d on e by preachers 
01 
mere d iscon ten t, 
These are the men 
who seek to excite a v iolen t class ha­ 
tred again st all men of wealth. 
They 
seek to tu rn wise an d proper mov e 
men ts for thrt better con trol of corpora 
tion s an d for d oin g away with tho 
abases con n ected with wealth in to a 
campaign of hysterical excitemen t an d 
falsehood in which the u .m is to in 
flame to mad n ess the bru tal passion s 
o f man kin d . 
The sin ister d emagogu es 
and foolish v ision aries who are always 
eag er to Un d ertake su ch a campaign 
o f d estru ction sometimes seek to as­ 
so ciate themselv es with those workin g 
fo r a geu u ln e refo rm iu gov ern men tal 
and so cial metho ds and so metimes mas­ 
querade as such refo rmers. 
Ia reality 


they are the w orst en emies o f the 
cause they profess to ad v ocate. Ju st as 
the pu rv eyors of sen sation al slau d er in 
n ewspaper or magazin e are the worst 
en emies of all meu who are en gaged in 
an hon est effort to better w hat is bad 
in ou r social an d gov ern men tal con d i­ 
tion s. 
Corru ption is n ev er so rife as in com­ 
mu n ities where the d emagogu e an d the 
agitator bear fu ll sway, becau se in 
su ch commu n ities all moral ban d s be 
come loosen ed , an d hysteria an d sen « -* 
tion alism replace the spirit of sou n d 
Ju d gmen t an d fair d ealin g as between 
man an d man . 
Iu sheer rev olt again st 
the squ alid an archy thu s prod u ced men 
are su re iu the cu d to tu rn toward an y 
lead er who can restore ord er, an d then 
their relief at bein g fr^o from the in 
tolerable bu rd en s of class hatred , v io­ 
len ce an d d emagogy is su ch that they 
can n ot for some time be arou sed to in ­ 
d ign ation again st misd eed s by men oi 
wealth, so that they permit a n ew 
growth of the v ery abu ses which w i 
In part respon sible for the origin al ou t 
break. 
The on e hope Tor su ccess fn r 
ou r people lies In a resolu te an d fear­ 
less bu t san e an d cool head ed ad v an ce 
alon g the path marked ou t iast year 
by this v ery con gress. There mu st be 
a stern refu sal to be misled in to fol­ 
lowin g either that base creatu re who 
appeals an d pan d ers to the lowest in 
stin cts an d passion s In ord er to arou se 
o ne sot of American s again st their fel­ 
lows or that other creatu re, equ ally 
base, bu t n o baser, who in a spirit of 
g reed or to accu mu late or ad d to an 
alread y hu ge fortu n e seeks to exploit 
his fellow American s with callou s d is­ 
reg ard to their welfare of sou l an d 
bo dy . The man who d ebau ches others 
in o rder to obtain a high office stan d s 
o n an ev il equ ality of corru ption with 
the man wh;> d ebau ches others for 
fin an cial profit, an d when hatred is 
so wn the crop which sprin gs u p can 
o nly be ev il. 
The plain people who thin k—the me­ 
chan ics, farmers, merchan ts, -workers 
with head or han d , the men to whom 
American trad ition s are d ear, who lov e 
their cou n try an d try to act d ecen tly 
by their n eighbors—owe it to them­ 
selv es to remember that the most d am­ 
agin g blow that can be giv en popu lar 
gov ern men t Is to elect an u n worthy 
an d sin ister agitator on a platform of 
v iolen ce an d hypocrisy. 


R a i l r o a d E u i p l o j e c a ’ l l o n i t . 
I call you r atten tion to the n eed of 
passin g the bill limitin g the n u mber of 
hou rs of employmen t of railroad em­ 
ployees. The measu re is a v ery mod er­ 
ate on e, an d I can con ceiv e of n o seri­ 
ou s objection to It. 
In d eed , so fn r as 
It is in ou r power, it shou ld be ou r aim 
stead ily to red u ce the n u mber of hou rs 
of labor, with as a goal the gen eral In ­ 
trod u ction of an eight hou r d ay. There 
are In d u stries In which it 1« n crt pos­ 
sible that the hou rs of labor shou ld 
be red u ced . Ju st as there are commu n i­ 
ties n ot fn r en ou gh ad v an ced for su ch 
a mov emen t to be for their good , or. If 
iu the tropics, so situ ated that there Is 
n o an alogy between their n eed s an d 
ou rs In this m atter. 
On the isthmu s 
of Pan ama, for in stan ce, the con d i­ 
tion s are in ev ery way so d ifferen t 
from w hat they are 1 ere that 
•’ eight 
hou r d ay wou ld be absu rd , ju st a? it 
Is absu rd , so fn r as the isthm*:« ! - con ­ 
cern ed , where white labor can n ot be 
employed , to bother as to whether the 
n ecessary work is d on e by alien black 
men or by alien yellow meu . 
Bu t the 
wageworkers of tho Pn ited states are 
of so high a grad e that alike from the 
merely in d u strial stan d poin t an d from 
the civ ic stan d poin t it shou ld be ou r 
object to d o w hat we can in tho d irec­ 
tion of secu rin g the gen eral observ an ce 
of an eight hou r d ay. 
Let me again u rge that the con gress 
prov id e for a thorou gh in v estigation 
of the con d ition s of child labor an d of 
the labor of women in the Un ited 
States. 
The horrors In cid en t to the 
employmen t of you n g child ren In fac­ 
tories or at work an ywhere are a blot 
on ou r civ ilization . 
In spite of all precau tion s exercised 
by employers there are u n av oid able ac­ 
cid en ts an d ev en d eaths in v olv ed in 
n early ev ery lin e of bu sin ess con n ect­ 
ed with the mechan ic arts 
it is a 
great soe*sl ffihtsth-e to po'r>nf>! the em ­ 
ployee, or, rather, the family of tin - 
killed or d isabled v ictim, t<* bear the 
en tire bu rd en of su eh an in ev itable 
sacrifice. In other word s, society shirks 
its d u ty by layin g the whole cost on 
the v ictim, whereas the in ju ry comes 
from what may be called the legiti 
mate risks <>f the trad e. Compen sation 
for accid en ts or d eaths d u o in an y lin e 
of in d u stry to the actu al con d ition s tin 
d er which that in d u stry Is carried on 
shou ld be paid by thn t portion of the 
commu n ity for the ben efit of which 
the in d u stry is carried on —that Is. by 
those who profit by the in d u stry. 
If 
the en tire trad e risk is placed u pon the 
employer, he will promptly an d prop 
erly ad d it to the legitimate cost of pro­ 
d u ction an d assess it proportion ately 
U[ivjù u iO COil&t iKÎi à Ui lito 
ay. 
It Is therefore clear to my min d that 
the law shou ld place this en tire “risk 
of a trad e” u pon the employer. 


C a p ita ! otu l L a b o r D is p u te *. 
Re« *or Is » 
c.c that d u rin g the twen ­ 
ty years from Jau . 1, 18SL, to Dee. 31, 
1900. there were strikes affectin g !17,- 
509 establishmen ts, au d 0,105,094 em­ 
ployees were thrown ou t of employ­ 
men t. 
Du rin g the same period there 
were 1,005 lockou ts, In v olv in g n early 
10,000 establishmen ts, throwin g ov er 
1.on 0,000 people ou t of employmen t. 
These strikes an d lockou ts in v olv ed an 
estimated loss to employees of $307,- 
000,000 n n d to employers of $143,000.- 
000, ? total of $150,000,000, The pu blic 
su ffered d irectly an d in d irectly prob 
ably as great ad d ition al loss. 
Many o f these strikes au d lockou ts 
wou ld no t hav e occu rred ha 1 the par­ 
ties to the d ispu te been requ ired to 
appear before au u n preju d iced bod y 
represen tin g the n ation an d . face to 
face, state the reaso ns fo r their con ­ 


ten tion , 
The exercise of a Ju d icial 
spirit by a d isin terested bod y repre- 
sen tin g tbe fed eral gov ern men t, su ch 
as wou ld be prov id ed by a commission 
on con ciliation au d arbitration , wou ld 
ten d to create an atmosphere of frien d ­ 
lin ess an d con ciliation between con ­ 
ten d in g parties. 
C o n tr o l o f C o r p o r a tio n *. 
It can n ot too often be repeated that 
experien ce has con clu siv ely shown the 
impossibility of secu rin g by the action s 
of n early half a hu n d red d ifferen t state 
legislatu res an ythin g bu t in effectiv e 
chaos iu the way of d ealin g with the 
great corporation s which d o n ot oper­ 
ate exclu siv ely within the limbs of 
an y on e state. In some method , wheth­ 
er by a n ation al licen e law or in other 
fashion , we mu st exercise, an d that at 
an early d ate, a far more complete 
con trol than at presen t ov er these great 
corporation s—a con trol that will, amon g 
other thin gs, prev en t the ev ils of ex 
cessiv e ov ercapitalization an d that will 
compel the d isclosu re by each big cor­ 
poration of its stockhold ers an d of its 
properties an d bu sin ess, \v l ether own ­ 
ed d irectly or throu gh su bsid iary or 
affiliated corporation s. 
This will ten d 
to pu t a stop to the secu rin g of in or­ 
d in ate profits by fav ored in d iv id u als at 
the expen se whether of the gen eral 
pu blic, tLe stockhold ers or the wage­ 
workers. 
Ou r effort shou ld ho n of so 
mu ch to prev en t con solid ation as su ch, 
bu t so to su perv ise an d con trol it as 
to see that it resu lts iu n o harm to tin * 
people. 
Combin ation of capital, like combin a­ 
tion of labor, is a n ecessary elemen t of 
ou r presen t in d u strial system. 
It is 
n ot possible completely to prev en t It. 
an d if it were possible su ch complete 
prev en tion wou ld d o d amage to tu e 
bod y politic. 
W hat we n eed is n ot 
v ain ly to try to prev en t all combin a­ 
tion , bu t to secu re su eh rigorou s an d 
ad equ ate cou trol an d su perv ision of 
the combin ation s as to prev en t their 
in ju rin g the pu blic or existin g iu su ch 
form as in ev itably to threaten in ju ry, 
for the mere fact lhat a combin ation 
has secu red practically complete con ­ 
trol of a n ecessary of life wou ld u n d er 
an y circu mstan ces show 
that 
su ch 
combin ation was to be presu med to be 
ad v erse to the pu blic in terest, 
it is 
u n fortu n ate 
that 
ou r presen t laws 
shou ld forbid all combin ation s in stead 
of 
sharply 
d iscrimin atin g 
between 
those combin ation s which d o good an d 
those combin ation s which d o ev il. 
Re­ 
bates, for in stan ce, are as often d u e to 
the pressu re of big shippers (as was 
shown 
in 
the in v estigation of the 
Stan d ard Oil compan y an d as has been 
shown sin ce by the in v estigation of 
the tobacco an d su gar tru sts* as to the 
in itiativ e of big railroad s. 
Often rail­ 
road s wou ld like to combin e for the 
pu rpose of prev en tin g a big shipper 
from main tain in g improper ad v an tages 
at the expen se of small shippers au d 
of the gen eral pu blic. Su ch a combin a­ 
tion , In stead of bein g forbid d en by law, 
shou ld be fav ored . 
In other word s, it 
shou ld be permitted to railroad s to 
make agreemen ts, prov id ed these agree­ 
men ts were san ction ed by the in ter­ 
state commerce commission an d were 
pu blished . 
With these two con d ition s 
complied with it is impossible to see 
what harm su ch a combin ation cou ld 
d o to the pu blic at large. 
I n h e r i t a n c e a n d I n eon s« » 'fa x . 
The n ation al gov ern men t Las lon g 
d eriv ed its chief rev en u e from a tu riil 
ou imports an d from au in tern al or ex­ 
cise tax. In ad d ition to these, there is 
ev ery ten =on why, when n ext ou r sys­ 
tem of taxation Is rev ised , the n ation al 
gov ern men t shou ld impose a grad u ated 
In heritan ce tax an d , if possible, a grad ­ 
u ated in come tax. 
I am well aware that su ch a su bject 
as this n eed s lon g an d carefu l stu d y In 
ord er that the people may become fa­ 
miliar with what is proposed to be 
d on e, may clearly see the n ecessity of 
proceed in g with wisd om an d self re­ 
strain t an d may make u p their min d s 
ju st how far they are willin g to go in 
the m atter, while on ly train ed legisla­ 
tors can work ou t the project in n eces­ 
sary d etail. Bu t 1 feel that in the n ear 
fu tu re ou r n ation al legislators shou ld 
en act a law prov id in g for a grad u ated 
In heritan ce tax by which a stead ily In ­ 
creasin g rate of d u ty shou ld be pu t 
u pon ail mon eys or other .v alu ables 
comin g by gift, bequ est or d ev ise to 
an y In d iv id u al or corporation . There 
can be n o qu estion of the ethical pro­ 
priety of the gov ern men t thu s d eter­ 
min in g the con d ition s u pon which an y 
gift or in heritan ce shou ld be receiv ed . 
As the law n ow stan d s it is u n d ou bt­ 
ed ly d ifficu lt to d ev ise a n ation al in 
come tax which shall be con stitu tion al. 
Bu t whether it is absolu tely Impossible 
is an other qu estion , an d if possible It 
is most certain ly d esirable. The first 
pu rely in come tax law was passed by 
the con gress iu 18G1, bu t the most ira 
portan t law d ealin g with the su bject 
was that of 1894. This the cou rt held 
to be u n con stitu tion al. 
The qu estion Is u n d ou bted ly v ery in ­ 
tricate, d elicate an d trou blesome. The 
d ecision of the cou rt was on ly reached 
by on e majority. It is the law of the 
lan d an d of cou rse is accepted u s su ch 
an d loyally obeyed by all good citizen . 
Nev ertheless the hesitation ev id en tly 
felt by the cou rt as a whole in comin g 
to a con clu sion , when con sid ered to­ 
gether with prev iou s d ecision s ou the 
su bject, may perhaps in d icate the pos­ 
sibility of d ev isin g a con stitu tion al in ­ 
come tax law which shall su bstan tially 
accomplish the rem its aimed at. The 
d ifficu lty of amen d in g the con stitu tion 
is so great that on ly real n ecessity can 
Ju stify a resort thereto. Ev ery effort 
shou ld be rn au e in u eu fiag with this 
su bject, as with the su bject of the 
proper con trol by the n ation al gov ern 
men t ov er the n « e of corporate wealth 
hi In terstate bu sin ess, to d ev ise legis­ 
lation which withou t su eh action shu li 
attain the d esired en d , bu t if this fails 
there will u ltimately be n o altern ativ e 
to a con stitu tion al amen d men t. 
I n d u s t r i a l T in tiiiu « :. 
Our Indnstr’a! dev elo pment depends 
larg ely upo n technical educatio n, In­ 


clu d in g in this term all in d u strial ed u ­ 
cation , from th at which fits a man to 
be a good mechan ic, a good carpen ter 
or blacksmith to that which fits a man 
to d o the greatest en gin eerin g feat. 
The skilled mechan ic, the skilled work­ 
man , can best become su ch by tech­ 
n ical In d u strial ed u cation . 
The far 
reachin g u sefu ln ess of in stitu tes of 
techn ology an d schools of min es or of 
en gin eerin g is 
n ow 
u n iv ersally ac­ 
kn owled ged , an d n o less far reachin g 
is the effect of a good bu ild in g or me­ 
chan ical trad es school, a textile or 
watchmakin g or en grav in g school. 
In ev ery po« « ih|e way we shou ld help 
the wageworker who toils with his 
ban d s au d who mu st (.we hope iu u 
con stan tly 
in creasin g meu > arm 
also 
toil with his bru in . Un d er t!u on -::N a­ 
tion the n ation al-legislatu re can d o bu t 
little of d irect importan ce for his wel­ 
fare sav e wiiere he is en gaged in work 
which permits it to act u n d er the in ­ 
terstate commerce clau se ol the con sti­ 
tu tion , an d this is u u e reason why I 
so earn estly hope that both ¡mo 1 gis- 
lativ e n n d ju d icial bran ches 
o r I’m gov ­ 
ern men t will con stru e this clau se of 
the con stitu tion in the broad est possi­ 
ble man n er. 
T lie F a r m e r . 
The on ly other person s whose wel­ 
fare is a.-> v ital to the welfare of the 
whole co-.iiitrj as is the welfare of the 
wageworker: are the tillers of the soil, 
the farmers. 
Sev eral factors mu st eo-opprn te in 
the improv emen t of the farm er's con ­ 
d ition . 
He mu st hav e the chan ce to 
be ed u cated in the wid est possible 
sen se, in the sen se which keeps ev er in 
v iew the In timate relation d i!p between 
the theory of ed u cation n n d the facts 
of life 
Organ ization has become n ecessary 
in the bu sin ess world , an d it has ac­ 
complished mu ch lor good in the world 
of labor. 
It is 
n o less n ecessary 
for 
farmers. 
Su ch a mov emen t as 
tho 
gran ge mov emen t is good in itself an d 
Is capable of a well n igh in fin ite fu r­ 
ther exten sion for good so lon g as it is 
kept to its own legitimate bu sin ess. 
The ben efits to be d eriv ed by tho as­ 
sociation 
of farm ers for mu tu al 
ad ­ 
v an tage are partly econ omic an d part­ 
ly sociological. 
I r r l R a U o n n n d F o r e s t Preserv ation . 
Mu ch is n ow bein g d on e for the 
states of the Rocky mou n tain s an d 
great plain s throu gh tho d ev elopmen t 
of the n ation al policy of Irrigation an d 
forest preserv ation . 
No gov ern men t 
policy for the betterm en t of ou r In ter­ 
n al con d ition s has been more fru itfu l 
of good than this.

I am well aw are of how d ifficu lt it is 
to pass a con stitu tion al amen d men t. 
Nev ertheless, 
in 
my ju d gmen t, 
the 
whole qu estion of marriage an d d i­ 
v orce shou ld be relegated to the au ­ 
thority of the n ation al con gress. 
The 
chan ge wou ld be good from ev ery 
s ta n d o u t. 
I a particu lar it wou ld be 
good becau se it wou ld con fer on the 
con gress the power at on ce to d eal 
rad ically an d efficien tly with polygamy, 
an d this shou ld be d on e whether or 
n ot marriage an d d iv orce are d ealt 
with. 
It is n either safe n or proper to 
leav e the qu estion of polygamy to be 
d ealt with by the sev eral states, 
M rrrhan t M a r i n e . 
IaU me on ce again call tlie atten tion 
of the con gress to two su bjects con ­ 
cern in g which 1 hav e frequ en tly be­ 
fore commu n icated with them. 
Du e is 
the qu estion of d ev elopin g American 
shippin g. 
1 tru st that a law embod y­ 
in g in su bstan ce the v iews or a major 
part of the v iews expressed in the re 
port on this su bject laid before the 
hou se at its last session will be passed . 
It seems to me that the proposed meas­ 
u re is as n early u n objection able as an y 
can be. 
T lie C u r r e n c y . 
I especially call you r atten tion to the 
secon d su bject, tbe con d ition of ou r 
cu rren cy laws. Tbe n ation al ban k act 
has ably serv ed a great pu rpose in aid ­ 
in g the en ormou s bu sin ess d ev elop­ 
m en t of the cou n try, an d w ithin ' ten 
years there has been an In crease In 
circu lation per capita from $21.41 to 
$33.08. 
For sev eral years ev id en ce has 
been accu m u latin g that ad d ition al leg­ 
islation is n eed ed . 
The recu rren ce of
